“blind” a few years ago may still 
be totally deficient in eyesight, but 
they can go and come from work 


and perform their onerous duties 


without fear of losing a limb or 
two. Over in France the fans used 
to burn down the racetrack when 
the judges “missed” a finish. They 
didn’t reach that stage of white 
heat at Fairmount but there was 
many a challenge hurled and fist 
shaken at the unhappy placing 
judges. 
Higher Camera Speed. 

Jack Thomas was admittedly ex- 
perimenting when he set up his 
pair of motion picture cameras at 
Fairmount last fall. He hoped to 
get useable pictures but neither 
Jack nor the track officials were 
quite certain. His results were 
remarkable improvement over the 
old trial-and-error method ot rely- 
ing upon the human eye. There 
were only two voiced protests of 
finishes and in both cases the pho- 
tographen upon close examination 
justified the judges’ decision. 

Thomas used then a camera that 
gave him 130 pictures per second. 
Today he is using a machine that 
gives him 240 exposures a second. 

“The whole operation has been 
improved in this short space of 
time,” said Thomas yesterday as 
he straightened up his darkroom 
after the eight-race program. “We 
are still trying to do a better job 
but we feel that we are getting 
good results. This machine I am 


using now, built in France, costs. 


$3500. It’s worth it. Look at this 
picture of the finish of the fourth 
race.“ And he held up a print 
which showed two horses in what 
surely would have been called a 


déad heat in the days before the 
use of cameras. 

“The finish wire, stretched across 
the track above the horses, is paint- 
ed white,” he explained. “The horse 
on the inside here (John B. White) 
has a white nose, or at least gray. 
You can see the white line across 
his snozzle, just an inch or two in 
front of the tip of the second 
horse’s nose. Last year we were 
not able to get that fine detail, and 
that’s just the sort of evidence the 
judges’ need sometimes to separate 
two horses. This picture proved 
that John B. White finished second 
and Peterick, No. 3, third. The first 
horse, aes? s Sun, was four 
lengths ahead. : 

Two Minutes for Print. 

Good, clear pictures wouldn’t be 
of much service to the finish 
judges unless they were made avail- 
able very quickly. Thomas has cut 
the time required to develop his 
film, project an enlargement and 
produce a wet print on white paper 
to two minutes, 

“One of the solutions we use is 
heated to 100 degrees in order to 
obtain faster results,” he said. “That 
excessive heat obtains one result 
we are after but it provides an- 
other danger. The heat threatens 
to melt the emulsion on the moving 
picture film. So, we are between 
two fires. Speed in preparation re- 
quires heat but too much heat may 
ruin the film.” | 

Thomas said that he had actually 
failed on only one race since he 
started working with his cameras, 
over a year ago. At an average of 
seven races a day, six days a week, 
his batting average is not so bad. 

“That mishap was due to a brok- 
en film,” he explained. “The spool 
revolved so fast that the film must 
have doubled up and then jerked 
inside the casing and there was a 
break. Fortunately, the judges were 
able to make a decision without 
use of the picture.” 

Thomas has two cameras focused 
on the track at Fairmount and they 
are operated by storage battery 
which protects him from possible 
failure of the electric power lines. 

In the words of one of the plac- 
ing judges, calling the finishes now 
is a “position.” It used to be a 
dog’s life. This mechanical contrap- 
tion has taken some of the color 
cut of horse racing but the judges 
are not a bit sorry for that.

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WELCOME REFORM IN NUISANCE TAXES. 

Controversy over other features has obscured one 
excellent reform in the hew tax bill: elimination of 
several Federal nuisance taxes. Beginning July 1, the 
Treasury will cease to collect the 5 per cent tax on 
toothpaste, soaps and other toilet articles, the 3 per 
cent tax on furs, the 5 per cent tax on phonograph 
records, the 10 per cent tax on sporting goods and 
cameras, the 2 per cent tax on chewing gum and the 
Jevies on plain and paper matches. 

These excises came into being in 1932 as “emer- 
gency” taxes, but were beginning to show every 
They were a burden upon busi- 
ness and the consumer, and no great help to the 
Treasury, for the cost of collection in several cate- 
gories virtually equaled the amount received. Hven 
if they are highly productive, however, taxes of this 
sort are against the public interest. They represent 
a levy upon consumption, and a hidden assault upon 
the citizen’s pocketbook, since he is rarely aware 
of the tribute exacted by the Government. 

This is a start, but there remain other. “invisible” 
taxes that should be repealed by Congress at the 
earliest possible moment. Meanwhile, it is up to 
the manufacturers whose products have been freed of 
excises to pass the saving along to the public, which 
has been paying the bill for the last six years.

T of many elaborately ingenious devices 
for maintaining peace within an indua- 
try and insuring profits to all. 

Salt producers established a mutual sales 
agency which disposed of all their output 
and thus completely eliminated price com- 
petition. Cordage manufacturers and steam- 
ship operators divided all the available busi- 
ness among themselves in accordance with 
a predetermined ratio. 

Pipe manufacturers referred all custom- 
ers’ requests for bids to a central associa- 
tion which fixed the price to be charged; 
the individual companies then bid among 
themselves for the privilege of filling the 
order at that price; the successful bidder 
paid a premium which was divided among 
his “competitors.” : 

However, the very complexity of these 
schemes and the cumbersome machinery 
they required eventually proved to be fatal 
handicaps. The high profits which they 
assured tended to attract new .companies 
into the industry. These had either to be 
driven out of business or taken into the 
fold. The former alternative usually meant 
a costly price war; the latter involved com- 
plex and controversial rearrangements of 
the status of each existing company. 

Moreover, the elaborate character of these 
schemes precluded the possibility of secrecy 
and left so broad a trail that prosecution 
under the anti-trust laws was inevitable, even 
under the friendliest of administrations. 


Price-fixing schemes today follow a far 
simpler pattern. In large part this pattern 
owes its origin and;success to the members 
of a relatively new profession. The past 
20 years have witnessed the rapid multi- 

lication of trade associations—voluntary 
groups comprising all or most of the mem- 
bers of an industry—in virtually every line

ing it, some company in the industry, 
usually but not necessarily the largest, in- 
itiates all changes in price. Its competi- 
tors regularly revise their own quotations 
to conform with those of the leader, some 
times immediately, sometimes after allow- 
ing a decent interval to elapse. 

But suppose that some other company 
in the industry should lack such respect 
and be unwilling to follow the leader vol- 
untarily? In this case it may be forced to 
fall in line. The force exerted upon it may 
range from moral suasion to the strongest 
kind of duress. Nothing more may happen 
than that the trade association manager 
stays up all night with the price-cutter to 
persuade him of his error. 


At the other extreme is the ultimate 
weapon—the price war. The quotations of 


the price-cutter will be not only met but 


bettered and the process will be continued 
until everyone is selling far below cost. 

But since the price war is a costly and 
a double-edged weapon, its use is often re- 
served while other forms of pressure are 
being brought to bear. The price-cutter is 
branded as a “chiseler” and ostracized at 
meetings of his fellows. He may find his 
banker advising him that price-cutting is 
unprofitable in the long run and possibly 
hinting that the continuance of such a pol- 
icy will impair his credit standing. Some- 
times labor joins the fray, apparently in 
the belief that high prices mean high wages, 

In some industries, patent pools have been 
formed and individual producers have been 
licensed to use patents only on condition 
that they refrain from cutting prices. 

Sometimes, as an alternative to a general 
price war, the job of punishing the price- 
cutter is entrusted to a single company. 
This company systematically seeks to de- 
prive the price-cutter of his customers by 
attractive 
prices or terms. When the recalcitrant has 
been brought to terms, the losses incurred 
by this “fighting” company are shared.

COUNTY TAX DEAL APPROVED 


Judge Passes on Settlement With 
Monsanto Chemical Co. 
An agreement between the St. 


Clair County Board of Review and 
the Monsanto Chemical Co., fixing 
the amount of county real estate 


taxes due from the company for 
1935 and 1936, was approved yester- 
day by County Judge Joseph E. 
Fleming. Under the agreement the 
county will receive $17,310 in taxes 
for the two years and the firm will 
receive a. refund of $14,557. 

The board and the company dif- 
fered in fixing the valuation of the 
real estate, and the amount of taxes 
assessed by the board was paid by 
the company under protest pending 
settlement of the dispute. The stip- 
ulation reduces the 1935 valuation 
from $1,027,220, as fixed by the 
board, to $674,400, a decrease of 
$352,820; the 1936 valuation from 
$1,107,220 to $789,385, or $317.835.

IRLS, would you like to be a 

chorus girl? Well, here’s a little 

inside information from the 
woman who knows more about it 
than any other person in all the 
world. 

She's Fanchon, of the firm of 
Fanchon and Marco, which supplied 
dancing girls for motion picture 
“presentation” houses all over this 
land of ours. She selected and put 
9000 chorus girls on the stage. Fior- 
enz Ziegfeld selected about 600. One 
of the girls she trained was Elinor 
Whitney. 

This woman I am telling you 
about was born Fanny Wolff in 
Los Angeles, and she ha? a brother 
named Marcus Wolff. They went 
into vaudeville under that name, 
but changed it to Fanchon and 
Marco.

1. The first and most important 
is figure.
